In  the  first  place  eleven  millions  Ions  of  Coffee 
reptesent  over  one  hundted  and  seventy -seven  mil- 
lions nf  bags,  or  17  times  the  Brazilian  crop.  For 
such  a  crop  £858,800  seem  absurdly  small. 
Then,  too,  we  are  puzzled  t .  kn»w  how  iS  cents 
American  g«Md  can  equal  "£l,"  and  how  coffee 
happens  to  be  the  principal  product  of  ihe  "gold 
mines''  of  Antioquia  and  Tolima. 


THE  statistical  bulletin  of  the  French  ministry 
of  apiculture,  dealing  with  the  consump'ion  of 
horseflesh  in  Paris  last  year,  gives  the  number  of 
hnrses  killed  for  consumption  as  f>ol  at  23,186, 
this  being  exclusive  of  forty-'hree  mules  and  3S3 
donkeys.  The  total  weight  of  meat  sold  was  5,130 
t  ms,  and  this  was  sold  at  186  shops  or  stalls, 
which  are  not  allowed  to  sell  any  other  kind  of 
meat.  The  maximum  price  ranged  from  iS  cents 
a  pound  for  the  fillet  to  4  cents  a  pound  for  the 
necks  and  tower  ribs  -The  report  adds  that  not 
more  than  a  third  of  the  meal  is  sold  at  the  stalls, 
the  remainder  going  to  make  sausages.

NASSA  U'S  PHOSPHORESCENT 
LAKE. 

Having  in  remembrance  old  Sampson 
Stamp,  of  Key  West,  the  discoverer  of  the 
sea-gardens  at  Nassau,  we  took  a  pilot  and 
sailboat  the  following  morning  and  sailed 
some  four  miles  up  the  channel.  There 
we  embarked  in  a  rowhoat  with  a  glass  bot- 
tom, made  by  inserting  therein  plates  ol 
thick  glass,  through  which  the  bottom  of 
the  sea  spread  out  before  us  like  dry  land. 
A  strange  feeling  crept  over  me  and  in 
imagination  1  fancied  myself  with  Jules 
Verne  on  the  voyage  of  "Twenty  Thousand 
Leagues  under  the  Sea."  We  could  see  all 
the  little  fishes,  minnows  one  inch  long  and 
larger  kinds  one  foot,  two  feet  and  three 
feet  in  length,  some  white  and  black  and 
blue,  besides  many  angel-fish,  all  yellow 
like  a  canary,  with  bright  blue  (ins  and  tail, 
swam  by  beneath  us.  As  the  ripe  wheat 
fields  in  summer  sway  to  the  breeze,  so 
there  in  the  submarine  currents  waved  great 
bunches  of  fan-leaf  coral,  purple,  yellow 
and  white.  The  water  was  clear  as  air,  and, 
pointing  to  some  specially  beautiful  speci- 
mens of  rock  and  fans,  our  little  darkey 
dived  over,  and,  like  the  fish,  we  could  see 
him  swimming  down  until  at  last,  clutching 
the  growth  with  two  hands  and  feet  firmly 
braced  against  the  coral,  he  gave  a  tug  and 
away  be  came  to  the  lop,  fan  in  hand. 
Indeed,  Cod  hath  wrought  marvelous 
things  in  this  world  of  His,  but  nothing  of 
greater  bewitching  fancy  than  the  sea-gar- 
dens of  Nassau. 

When  night  came,  and  before  the  moon 
was  up,  a  drive  of  two  miles  back  on  New 
Providence  island  brought  us  to  a  most  in- 
teresting work  of  nature.  A  lake  some 
1,000  feet  long  and  300  feet  wide  lay  quiet 
and  black  as  any  other  sheet  of  water  at 
night  might  do.  But  once  in  a  rowhoat 
and  shoved  off  from  shore,  what  a  mighty 
change  was  wrought !  Two  small  out- 
swimmers,  the  hue  of  the  surrounding 
darkness,  accompanied  our  boat  of  fire,  for 


TRADE   AND    COMMERCE    OF 

RIO  DE  JANEIRO:* 
It  is  generally  admitted  that  the  past 
year,  1895,  was  a  most  unprofitable  one 
for  those  engaged  in  nearly  all  branches  of 
commerce  with  Brazil.  This  was  due  to 
many  reasons,  but  to  explain  the  curses 
which  have  led  up  to  the  present  unsatis- 
factory state  of  trade  it  is  necessary  to  go 
back  a  few  years. 

Upon  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  18S8, 
although  some  ol  the  fazendeiros  (lauded 
proprietors)  suffered  greatly  thereby,  the 
country  at  large  reaped  indisputable  advan- 
tages. Improvement  soon  showed  itself  on 
all  sides;  new  enterprises  of  every  descrip- 
tion were  undertaken;  European  money 
markets  opened  their  doors  to  Brazil,  and 
capital  rapidly  flowed  in.  Confidence  in 
the  resources  of  the  country  soon  caused 
the  exchange — the  true  barometer  of  a  na- 
tion's financial  prosperity — to  rise  from  u 
in/,  to  2s.  yi.  per  milreis,  and  in  18S9  the 
Brazilian  government  succeeded  in  e fleeting 
a  loan  of  11,250,000/.  in  England,  at  4  per 
cent.,  in  gold,  the  rate  of  emission  being  at 
90.  This  enabled  the  national  banks  of 
Rio  to  issue  notes  exchangeable  for  gold. 
with  the  result  that  the  value  of  the  1/. 
sterling  rose  to  z$,  3^//.,  or  above  par. 
Gold  became  the  circulating  medium,  but 
the  public  were  adverse  to  accepting  coin, 
preferring  paper  money,  so  thai  it  was 
found  necessary  10  decree  the  lawful  value 
of  the  1/.  sterling  to  be  3$8oo  reis. 

The  number  of  banks  speedily  increased; 
new  industrial  establishments  were  founded, 
and  companies  of  every  sort  formed.  The 
railway  system  was  developed,  and  the  plan- 
tations that  had  been  neglected  alter  the 
abolition  of  slavery,  and  had  fallen  in 
value,  were  newly  cultivated  ;  and,  lastly, 
immigration  was  favoured  and  aided  by  the 
state.  In  brief,  a  new  era  had  been  inaug- 
urated, and  increased  activity  was  every- 
where apparent.  Unfortunately  speculation 
ran  rife,  and  in  the  months  uf  September 
and  October  the  liqtiiduions  on  the  ex- 
change were  very  heavy,  but  would  have 
been  settled  satisfactorily  had  the  country 
been  left  time  and  tranquillity  to  develop 
its  resources.  On  November  15,  1889, 
however,  came  the  overthrow  ol  the  empire, 
and  with  il  the  financial  difficulties,  which 
have  ever  since  steadily  increased.  The 
holders  of  notes  payable  in  gold  showed 
the  first  sign  of  the  receding  wave  of  pros- 
perity by  presenting  them  in  large  quanti- 
ties for  payment.  The  gold,  owing  to 
want  of  confidence,  and  the  general  un- 
easiness fell  in  all  circles,  soon  disappeared 
from  circulation,  thereby  causing  a  decline 
in  the  exchange. 

On  January  19,  1890,  the  minister  of 
finance  introduced  his  bank  laws  authoris- 
ing the  establishment  of  banks  with  the 
right  of  issuing  paper  currency  against  gov- 
ernment bonds  and  gold  to  double  and 
treble  their  value  ;  these  banks,  which  had 
only  to  print  new  notes  against  deposits 
made  at  the  treasury,  sprang  up  on  all 
sides.  This  gave  afresh  impulse  to  spec- 
ulation. 


The  bank  shares  and  those  ol  other  as- 
sociations rose  rapidly  in  value;  new  en- 
terprises were  undertaken,  financial,  indus- 
trial, agricultural,  and  even  scientific,  the 
shares  of  which  were  hardly  signed  when 
they  wen-  sold  at  a  premium,  and  large 
fortunes  were  realised. 

As  a  natural  result  the  import  trade  as- 
sumed wider  proportions  and  prospered  in 
spile  of  the  fluctuating  exchange,  as  every- 
body was  making  money  easily. 

The  directors  of  the  banks  of  issue  were 
also  earned  away  by  the  current  of  specula- 
tion and  made  advances  on  the  new  shares, 
and  thus  encouraged  the  formation  t  f  bub- 
ble companies;  to  establish  which,  ma- 
chinery and  raw  materials  were  imported 
and  paid  for  in  gold.  All  this  gradually 
told  upon  the  exchange. 

The  political  disturbances  in  the  country 
also  contributed  to  its  decline,  and  notwith- 
standing the  palliative  measure-,  taken  by 
tlie  government  in  issuing  gold  deposited 
by  the  hanks  at  the  treasury,  the  exchange 
continued  to  fall.  Fresh  uneasiness  set  in, 
which  caused  some  companies  to  attempt 
to  realise  their  imaginary  profits,  but  they 
were  unsuccessful,  liquidations  could  not 
be  effected, 

At  this  juncture  money  became  scarcer; 
tlie  first  necessaries  of  life  dearer ;  it  was 
the  same  with  house  rent,  and  the  middle 
classes  had  adopted,  during  the  monetary 
inflation,  a  style  of  living  which  was  diffi- 
cult to  abandon.  The  government  endeav- 
oured to  remedy  matters  by  introducing 
different  systems,  but  before  one  was  suffi- 
ciently tried,  another  was  begun. 

Such  was  the  state  of  things  in  the 
country  when  the  revolution  broke  out  at 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  and  later,  on  Septem- 
ber 6,  1893,  the  naval  revolt  took  place  at 
Rio,  seriously  interrupting  the  commerce 
of  this  and  other  ports  until  the  following 
March, 

The  civil  war  emailed  a  large  expendi- 
ture of  life  and  money.  All  ibis  told  on 
the  banking  'establishments  ;  nothing  re- 
mained but  a  mass  of  paper  held  by  the 
national  banks  which  were  considerably 
reduced  in  number. 

Illustrative  of  die  ruinous  result  of  the 
speculative  fever  that  had  prevailed  so  long, 
the  machinery,  appurtenances,  and  other 
requisites  imported  for  several  under- 
takings were  found  all  over  the  country,  in 
many  instances  in  a  rusty  damaged  con- 
dition and  the  factories  themselves  partly  in 
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hi  a  country  devoid  of  roads  of  any  sort 
and  solely  dependent  upon  the  limited  rail- 
ways for  the  transport  of  merchandise,  the 
complete  dis  irganisation  of  the  Central  and 
Leopoldina  lines,  and  their  insufficient  roll- 
ing-stock continues  to  call  forth  energetic 
protests  against  the  administrations.  The 
delay  in  the  goods  traffic  is  incredible,  en- 
tailing enormous  losses  to  trailers  who 
entertain  little  hope  of  improvement  in 
business  until  a  radical  change  takes  place 
in  the  working  ol  the  railways.  It  is  there- 
fore easy  to  understand  to  what  extent  legit- 
imate commerce  suffered,  and  still  suffers, 
and  under  what  auspices  the  year  1S95  was 
ushered  in.  Great  things  were  expected 
from  the  new  President  of  the  republic, 
but  notwithstanding  his  being  animated 
with  the  best  intentions  and  most  honest 
sentiments,  lie  was  unable,  owing  to  the 
obstacles  placed  in  his  way,  to  secure  suc- 
cess for  the  measures  which  he  and  his 
ministers  introduced.  The  national  con- 
gress, formed  for  the  most  part  of  large- 
landed  proprietors,  lawyers,  and  Journalists, 
representing  states  whose  interests  are  often 
conflicting,  were  more  interested  in  party 
politics  than  in  the  general  welfare  of  the 
republic. 

To  replenish  the  state  coffers  the  govern- 
ment negotiated  two  loans  in  London,  viz, 
one  in  January,  1805,  for  2,000,000/.,  and 
the  other  in  July  fur  <>, 000, 000/.,  the  latter 
being  destined  to  the  redemption  of  the 
aforesaid  loan  of  2,020,000/. ,  and  the  de- 
posit of  funds  in  London  to  meet  the 
country's  external  obligations,  and  thus  free 
the  market  from  the  influence  of  the  gov- 
ernment as  buyers  of  exchange,  which,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  was  partly  accomplished, 
the  value  ol  the  milreis  rising  to  11  %  d. 
An  internal  loan  for  100,000,000  milreis 
was  also  launched  with  satisfactory  results. 
Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  pro- 
tracted negotiation  with  the  insurgents  at 
Rio  Grande.  Unhappily  the  terms  of  their 
pacification,  in  August  last,  did  not  meet 
with  the  entire  approval  of  Congress. 

To  the  other  difficulties  under  which  this 
country  was  labouring   must  be  added   the 
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international  questions  with  Kngland  res- 
pecting the  island  of  Trinidad,  ami  with 
France  respecting  Ainapa,  both  of  which 
affected  the  exchange  and  caused  no  small 
embarrassment  in  framing  the  budget  for 
tin.-  cnming  year, 

The  budget  law  was  hastily  compiled  and 
voted  only  on  December  30  last.  To  cover 
the  deficit  the  government  resorted  to  a 
further  increase  of  the  customs  duties  on  al! 
goods  imported  from  January  1,  iSy6,  the 
term  for  clearing  same  was  ultimately  ex- 
tended to  March  31.  The  result  of  this 
measure  is  that  many  articles  are  virtually 
prohibited  with  the  view  of  favouring  na- 
tional industry. 

As  a  bright  spot  in  a  somewhat  depres- 
sing picture,  it  may  he  mentioned  that  the 
coffee  crop  now  coming  to  maturity  is  most 
promising,  being  estimated  at  over  8,000,000 
sacks;  and  provided  an  improvement  takes 
[lice  in  the  goods  traffic  by  rail  with  the 
interior,  no  doubt  a  revival  of  trade  will 
follow. 

EXPORTS. 

The  piincipal  staple  of  commerce,  in 
fact  the  only  important  article  of  export 
frum  Rio  de  Janeiro,  is  cotTee,  the  energies 
of  the  country  being  mostly  devoted  to  its 
culture,  to  the  detriment  of  nearly  all  the 
other  requirements  of  daily  existence. 
Re-pecting  other  merchandise  it  has  been 
impossible  to  obtain  any  information, 

In  Annex  A  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
quantity  of  coffee  exported  from  this  port 
last  year  was  2,763,720  bags  against 
2,662,520  bags  in  iSi>4-  oran  increase  of 
1  or ,  200  bags. 

The  total  quantity  of  coffee  shipped  from 
all  pons  in  Brazil  is  given  in  Annex  B, 
Santos  leads  with  3,574,484  bags,  Rio  de 
Janeiro  follows,  then  comes  Victoria  with 
307,43s,  Bahia  witn  264.775.  and  Ceani 
with  20,202  ;  the  gross  total  being  6,1)30,- 
619  bags. 

The  shipments  of  coffee  from  Rio  last 
vear  were  kept  somewhat  in  abeyance  up 
to  the  em\  of  May,  pending  the  adjustment, 
on  the  part  of  the  producing  states,  of  a 
convenient  system  regulating  the  payment 
of  export  duties.  There  was  an  exceptional 
movement  in  June  when  prices  declined 
considerably,  but  the  result  of  the  year  ap- 
pears to  have  been  satisfactory  to  planters 
and  intermediaries. 

On  December  31  the  stock  in  Rio  and 
Santos  consisted  of  about  i,Soo, 000  bags, 
and  it  was  estimated  that  the  coming  crops 
would  yield  S,  500,000  to  9,000, 000  bags. 
An  experiment  was  tried  during  the  year 
by  some  exporters  to  establish  direct  busi- 
ness between  themselves  and  planters  in  the 
interior  oi  the  slate  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and 
from  August  to  December  56,839  bags, 
brought  under  these  conditions,  reached 
this  port  in  transit  for  New  York. 

The  established  system  requires  that  die 
coffee,  beiore  delivery  to  the  exporters, 
should  pass  through  the  hands  of  the  plan- 
ter';, commission  agent,  [be  sacker,  and  the 
exporter's  broker,  and  it  is  evidem  that  die 
new  departure,  il  generally  adopted,  would 
render  unnecessary  the  employment  of  such 
middlemen.  The  innovation,  therefore, 
me;  with  opposition  from  these  interested 
clashes,  which  took  the  form  of  chaiging 
increased  rates  of  railway  freight  for  trans- 
port of  such  coffee  from  places  of  produc- 
tion to  ports  of  shipment  for  Rio  de  laneiro. 
This  treatment  on  the  part  of  the  railway 
companies  has  been  protested  against,  but 
apparently  without  ciVcc:. 

In  March  the  representatives  of  commis- 
sion houses  issued  their  final  estimate  of  the 
crop  1 S 9 5 - 9 ': ,  which  they  placed  a:  1,750,- 
00^  bags. 

The  1 S94-  9  =;  crop  had  been  estimated  at 
3,000.000  bags,  and  the  entries  up  to  ]une 
30,  iSy;,  had  amounted  to  :.CioSJ4oo 
bags. 

Adopting  these  estimates,  there:  re,  the 
vear  from  [uly,  1S95,  to  June,  1S06,  began 
with  a  supply  of  about  2,200,000  Lags,  de- 
ducting the  entries,  1.000,000  bags,  there 
remained  600  ::o  bags  to  be  added  to  the 
estimate  crop  c-f  r  596-97,  viz.,  3.-;o,ooo 
bags,  making  a  total  supply  for  t:,e  -eason 
1S06-97  of  4,350. 000  bags. 

The  large  entries  during  the  sec  :...  half 
01  the  vear  engendered  doubts  as  to  the 
estimate  of  the  actual  crop,  but  commission 
houses  exrress  their  confidence  ir.  :;=  cor- 
rectness, and  it  is  probable  that  the  increase 
01  arrivals  dining  December  may  be  ex- 
plained by  the  conviction  of  the  planters 
nut  un.y  that  the  next  crop  will  be  abun- 
dant, but  also  thai  it  will  be  in  c ::;i:t;on 
for  crwarding  to  shipping  ports  earlier  than 
usual.

.-/  RGENT1NE  PRISONS, 
We  referred  yesterday  to  the  case  of  a 
pers.m  who  was  detained  lor  48  hours  in  a 
cell  at  the  central  department  of  police, 
without  chair  or  bed  or  anything  to  protect 
him  from  the  cold.  He  was  not  a  criminal, 
and,  in  lact,  he  had  been  arrested  through 
a  mistake  of  the  judge,  who  ought  to  lie 
made  to  pay  damages  for  false  Imprison- 
ment. Of  course,  if  a  mete  witness  is 
treated  in  the  barbarous  manner  described, 
we  may  well  suppose  that  persons  charged 
with  crime  have  even  less  consideration 
shown  to  them,  and  such  is  the  fad.  An 
untried  prisoner,  Manuel  Corsal,  died  in 
the  penitentiary  on  Monday  from  inflam- 
mation of  the  lungs,  which  is  not  surpris- 
ing, I'm  the  defender  of  the  poor,  Dr.  Girall, 
in  a  note  to  the  court  of  appeal  in  criminal 
cases,  says  that  the  prisoners  charged  with 
crime,  lint  untried,  whose  number  always 
exceeds  200,  occupy  a  place  in  the  peniten- 
tiary where  they  have  to  lie  on  the  ground, 
without  any  coveting  whatever,  and  they 
huddle  together  for  the  sake  of  warmth, 
being  thus  exposed  to  contract  contagious 
or  infectious  diseases  or  to  die  of  cold. 

This  is  what  happened  to  the  unfortunate 
Corsal,  whom  death  has  relieved  from  his 
sufferings,  which  would  otherwise  have  cer- 
tainly continued  lor  months,  and  perhaps 
for  years,  while  Argentine  justice  dragged 
ilss'low  length  along.  Yet  the  judges  of 
the  court  of  appeal  visit  the  prisons  perio- 
dically, and  it  was  only  about  a  fortnight 
ago  that  they  visited  the  penitentiary  and 
other  prisons  and  reported,  in  effect,  that 
everything  in  them  was  as  right  as  right 
could  be,  that  none  of  the  prisoners  had 
made  any  complaint,  but  all  were  quite 
comfortable  and  happy,  and  grateful  for 
the  admirable  rapidity  with  which  their 
respective  prosecutions  were 
ducted. 

'1'he  truth  is  that  the  lawyers,  being 
trained  in  a  bad  system,  become  blind  to 
its  defects  and  hardened  against  the  needless 

Ting  which   it  causes.     An  inspection 

of  gaols  by  lawyers  is  therefore  wholly  in- 
effective to  them,  there  is  nothing  surprising 
in  the  fact  that  prisoners  remain  untried 
lor  years,  and  as  for  their  treatment,  it  is 
that  which  has  always  prevailed  and  there- 
foie  it  must  be  right.  Their  sympathies 
are  reserved  for  great  criminals  after  con- 
viction— and  the  more  horrible  the  crime 
the  greater  the  sympathy— so  that  when  a 
Trcmblie  is  convicted  ol  a  murder,  the  cir- 
cumstances of  which  have  horrified  the 
whole  civilized  world,  the  greatest  judicial 
authority  in  the  republic  interposes  to  save 
the  atrocious  miscreant  irom  his  doom,  and 
the  press  li  nets  the  judge  for  his  sickly  sen- 
timentality instead  of  condemning  him  for 
using  his  great  influence  to  impress  on 
wotdd-be  criminals  tile  truth  of  the  maxim, 
already  loo  widely  known,  that  ''killing  is 
no  murder"  in  Argentina. 

Why,  instead  of  exerting  himself  to  save 
a  life  justly  forfeited,  does  not  the  judge 
devote  himself  to  the  amelioration  of  the 
unhappy  lot  of  the  200  untried  prisoners 
who  arc  always  in  the  penitentiary?  This 
is  a  humanitarian  work,  which  would  not 
prejudice  the  public  interests  by  cncour.ig 
ing  crime  as  does  foolish  leniency  to  milt 
deters,  hut,  of  course,  glory  cannot  he 
gained  by  accomplishing  an  adminislrati 
reform  of  this  kind  so  cheaply  as  by  an 
appeal  for  mercy  to  the  president  of  a 
foreign  republic. 

Prison  relorm  is  a  practical  measure 
which  the  radical  party  should  take  up, 
and,  when  the  patty  has  succeeded  in  get- 
ting unconvicted  prisoners  treated  as  human 
beings  and  not  as  beasts,  we  will  suggest 
other  ways  in  which  it  may  utilize  its  sur- 
plus energies  and  demonstiate  to  the  public 
the  reason  for  its  existence.

AN  UNEXPLORED  INDUSTRY. 

Some  twelve  or  fifteen  years  ago  an  old 
friend  of  ours,  whose  scientific  researches 
were  then  slightly  tinged  with  business 
speculations,  sent  us  a  manuscript  contain- 
ing a  somewhat  hasty  investigation  of  the 
palm  spines  of  Brazil  as  an  object  of  indus- 
trial exploration.  He  was  evidently  afraid 
that  someone  would  get  ahead  oi  him  in 
this  new  and  unexplored  field,  and  did  not 
wait  therefore  to  carry  his  studies  to  a  prac- 
tical conclusion,  For  some  forgotten  rea- 
son, perhaps  we  did  not  realize  the  true 
value  of  bis  investigations  as  he  expected 
us  to  do,  we  made  no  use  ol  the  manuscript, 
and  it  was  laid  aside  and  soon  became 
buiied  under  the  accumulations  of  dust  and 
old  papers  which   so    often  turn  an  editor's 


casy-goinn  empire,  when  enterprise  made 
haste  slowly  and  occasionally  stopped  alto- 
gether like  an  old  man  tailing  a  pinch  of 
snuff.  We  have  thought  it  best,  however, 
not  to  change  its  style  to  suit  modem  tastes. 
and  to  leave  our  friend  with  his  "provinces" 
and  other  old  fashioned  ideas.  It  should 
be  said,  also,  that  Si.  Barbosa  Rodrigues 
was  then  deep  in  his  studies  of  palms,  and 
it  may  be  diat  our  scientific  friend  was  not 
wholly  inclined  to  accept  all  the  reported 
new  species  which  that  energetic  botanist 
had  announced.  However  that  may  have 
been,  the  industrial  possibilities  of  the  palm 
spines  seem  to  have  roused  his  enthusiasm 
to  an  almost  unconlrullable  pitch,  and  we 
now  have  great  pleasure  in  placing  ihem 
before  the  patriotic  enthusiasts  oi  the  pre- 
sent day.     The  article  is  as  follows : 

SPINS-PRODUCING  I'AT.MS. 

The  Kngiish  naturalist,  .Mr.  Allied  Rus- 
sel  Wallace,  wrote  in  1S53,  and  there  has 
been  no  special  work  on  palms  since  then 
until  we  come  to  Sr.  Barbosa  Rodrigues. 
Mr,  W  allace  gives  less  ban  600  as  the 
whole  number  of  palms  known  and  the 
great  botanist  Dr.  Von  Marti  us  th  nks  the 
number  existing  on  the  earth  may  be 
from  1,000  to  1,200.  At  that  time  (1S53) 
then  were  only  275  different  kinds  of  palms 
in  America,  and  of  these  42  kinds  were 
natives  of  the  islands,  while  only  234  grew 
on  the  continent. 

It  has  been  said,  however,  that  Barbosa 
Rodrigues  has  discovered  (or  invented) 
joo  new  species  in  the  province  of  Para 
alone  !  And  it  is  hardly  to  be  supposed 
that  he  has  exhausted  either  the  resources 
of  that  province  or  his  own.  But  let  ihat 
number  stand.  The  province  of  Amazonas 
is  much  larger  than  that  of  Para  and  should 
therefore,  if  properly  worked  up  by  Barbosa 
Rodrigues  give  at  least  300  more  new 
species,  while  that  ofMaranliao  should  give 
about  150.  We  mention  these  three  pro- 
vinces especially  and  first  because  ihey  lie 
in  the  Amazon  valley  and  in  palms  form  the 
richest  part  of  America.  Here  we  have 
650  new  species  from  the  Amazon  region 
alone  and  at  once,  and  it  is  not  unreasonable 
to  suppose  that  the  valleys  of  the  Sao  Fran- 
cisco and  of  the  Paraguay  will  give  as  many 
more;  while  all  the  rest  of  Brazil  will  give 
half  dial  number.  'Phis  gives  the  following 
magnificent  result  ;

In  the  lace  of  such  overwhelming  scientific 
facts  it  is  difficult  for  an  enthusiast  to  keep 
cool.  Brazil  alone  produces,  or  can  be 
shown  to  produce,  if  properly  manipu- 
lated, more  new  specks  of  palms  than  what 
the  great  Dr.  Martins  supposed  the  whole 
world  to  contain  ! 

There  are  still  more  favorable  features  in 
this  pleasing  prospect.  Mr.  Barbosa  Ro- 
drigues, like  the  true  scientist  when  he  was 
doing  this  splendid  work,  did  not  spread  his 
energies  over  the  whole  vegetable  kingdom. 
He  didn't  even  include  the  whole  family  of 
palms.  He,  like  every  great  scientific  man, 
confined  himself  to  one  point —  to  one 
genus — the  genus  Bactris,  and  though  we 
can  not  state  it  as  a  fact  that  all  these  200 
new  species  in  the  province  of  Para  belong 
to  that  genus,  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  sup- 
pose that  they  do,  Moreover,  our  figures 
tend  to  underestimate,  rather  than  over- 
estimate the  whole  number  to  be  found  in 
the  country.  Now  the  genus  Bactris  is  a 
spiny  genus,  nearly  every  species  producing 
spines  that  may  be  utilized.  Unfortunately 
the  trunks  are  neither  very  large,  nor  very 
high,  but  the  immense  number  of  indivi- 
duals will  make  up  for  this  defect.  Indeed 
we  are  not  sure  that  this  should  be  con- 
sidered a  defect.  Smaller  trees  are  more 
easily  cut  down,  and  more  easily  handled. 
It  may  be  well  to  mention  that  palms  ot 
this  genus  are  generally  known  on  the 
Amazon  as  the  marajd.  The  fruit  is  edible 
and  of  a  very  pleasant  sub-acid  flavor  not 
found  in  any  other  palm  fruit.  This  is 
anodier  favorable  feature  in  the  palm  works, 
for  the  laborers  can  live  on  the  fruits  while 
they  are  engaged  in  collecting  the  spines. 
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\V  u  ii  oi.ce  the  great  advanuge  nnd  im

As  the  former  number  of 
specie-  of  genus  Bactris  is  to  number  dis- 
coverable, so  is  the  former  number  of  genus 
Ast/ocaryum  to  species  to  be  discovered.

Xur  are  we  to  stop  here,  There  are  still 
other  genera  rich  in  spines,  among  which 
we  need  only  mention  Acroco/niat  8  species 
known;  and  Guilielma,  3  species  known. 
By  the  same  process  ol  reasoning  as  em- 
ployed above  to  determine  the  number  uf 
Asttocaryums  we  find  that  there  must  be 
2S2  new  Acroeomias,  and  105  GuU'tehnas, 
Of  only  these  four  genera  we  have  the  un- 
precedented number  of  2,359  new  species  of 
prickly  palms  in  Brazil. 

We  can  not  dwell  on  the  vast  field  opened 
here  to  science.  No  mention  is  made  ol 
palms  which  do  not  produce  spines.  We 
leave  those  speculations  to  those  who  are 
interested  in  science  for  science's  own  sake. 
We  ciulv  speak  as  business  men,  and  ol 
this  industry  as  a  paying  one  from  a  finan- 
cial standpoint, 

With  these  data,  let  us  now  sec  how 
many  spines  can  be  had  from  this  wealth- 
producing  but  long  neglected  tree.  The 
palms  mentioned  grow  to  different  heights, 
have  trunks  of  various  sizes,  and  are  un- 
evenly distributed  over  the  empire.  The 
Bactres  ate  the  lowest  palms  mentioned, 
excepting  some  ol  the  Astrocatyums  which 
are  truukless.  Tile  Bactres  reach  12  me- 
tres in  height  in  some  instances,  though 
they  will  probably  not  average  more  than 
^  or  0.  The  Astrocaryum  murumurti,  Mart. 
is  from  b  to  zo  metres  in  height,  averaging, 
siy  1:;  the  species  gynacanthum,  Mart., 
reaches  5  metres;  species  vulgarc,  Mart., 
reaches  25  metres;  species  tucuma.  Mart., 
about  the  same;  species  jauaty,  Mart.,  re- 
.uhes  14  metres:  species  acu/eatinn,  Meyer, 
reaches  -  metres,  while  acaule,  Mart.,  and 
>:;i»iL'e,  Wallace,  arc  truukless.  Genus 
Acnv.vfiia  sometimes  reaches  15  metres, 
and  Guihehua  is  about  the  same. 
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what  is  known  as  the  varzea  region. 

Hut  it  must  not  be  imagined  for  an 
instant  that  all  this  spine  wealth  is  confined 
to  the  varzea  or  indeed  to  the  northern  part 
of  the  empire.  Genera  Bactris.  Astrocaryum 
and  Acrocomia  are  common  from  the  Gyopoc 
to  the  confines  of  Matto  Grosso  on  moist 
soils,  while  over  everv  campo  may  be  seen 
the  beautiful  yellow  fruit  and  the  leatherv 
green  fronds  {the  national  colors)  u{  the 
tucum.  But  we  wander.  In  the  vartea 
region  ol  the  Amazon  there  are  9S6  Astro- 
caryums  and  528  Bactres  to  the  square  acre, 
or  1 5 1 4  individuals  of  known  species  .' 

But  referring  back  we  find  that  the 
eminent  national  botanist  will  increase  this 
number  greatly.  Forty-six  species  of  Bac- 
tris  were  known,  and  this  number  be  in- 
creased, or  will  increase  to  1625,  whence  the 
proportion:  as  46  is  to  1625,  so  is  1514. 
to  x,  which  gives  us  2,460,250  as  the  value 
ol  x,  which  represents  the  number  of  palms 
to  the  square  acre  after  the  discoveries  are 
completed.  <  )f  this  number  1,602,250 
will  be  Astrocaryums  and  the  remaining 
858,000  Bactres.  Now  we  have  already 
shown  the  spine-producing  area  of  the 
Astrocaryum  to  average  7.70  square  metres, 
whence  we  have  1/02,250  individual 
Astrocat turns  to  the  square  acre,  multiplied 
by  7.70  square  metres  equal  to  12,337,325 
square  metres.  Fur  the  genus  Bactris  we 
have  one  half  a  square  metre,  the  spine  area 
of  this  genus,  by  858,000  individuals  which 
gives  429,000  square  metres.  Here  alone, 
without  mentioning  the  Acrocomia  and  the 
large  number  of  the  genus  Desmoncus  or 
jacitdra  palms,  we  have  a  spine-producing 
sin  face  of  12,766,325  square  metres  to  the 
acre,  or  j,  154  }:'2  acres  of  spine-producing 
a/ca  to  the  acre  of  land. 

Is  it  necessary  to  say  more  ?     The  spine- 
producing    varzea     region     of    the    Ama- 
zon is  supposed   to    he    about    650,000,000 
square  acres,  not  including  the  area  covered 
by  water,  which  will  give  there  a  spine  area 
of  20,504,250,000,000  acres,      All    this  en- 
ormous surface,    producing    three  spines   to 
the     square    centimetre    or    30,000  to    the 
square  metre,  will  give  12,766,325X30,000 
=  382,989,750,000  the  number    of  spines 
to  the  acre  of   varzea    land,  and    therefore 
we  have  the  yield   of  only   the  low  ground 
along    the    Amazon     as  248,943,337,500,- 
000.000.000  spmes  —  all  of  the  first  grades. 
When    we    leave    those    bottom    lands  the 
number  of  palms  is  not  so    huge,    and   the 
average    of    spine    surface     over  the  whole 
of  Brazil    will    probably  not  he  more   than 
one    half   of  that     given     for     the    bottom 
lands  of   the    rich    Amazon    region.   Even 
were     it     less     the      yield     thougbout      the 
empire    would     be    something  almost    in- 
credible.    For  the  sake  of  approximating  to 
the    truth    and    reducing    the    supposition 
to    an    undoubted    fact    let    us    place   the 
spine    area  of  the    remainder    of    Brazil    at 
two-fifths    oi  that  01   the    Amazon    region. 
Varzea  land  yields   532,989.750,000  to  the 
acre;  two-fifths  of  this  is  equal  to  153, 195,- 
940,000  the    average  yield  per  acre  of  land 
outside  of  the  varzea   region.     The  area  of 
this  kind  of  hand   in   all  Brazil  is  reckoned 
at  600,000,000    acres   after    making  an  al- 
lowance of  about  one  hall  the  geographical 
area  for  water,  barren   districts   and    lands 
under  cultivation.     This   is   the    geograph- 
ical spine-producing   area,  In  reality    it  is 
much  more  from    the   fact    that  the  moun- 
tainous provinces  of  Minas  Geraes,   Rio  de

properly  introduced,  the  spines  of  \\\tjitpafy 
for  example  are  ho  iked  as  are  also  those  of 
some  of  the  jaeitdras. 

In  a  country  which  stands  in  the  front 
ranks  of  inventive  progress,  it  can  hardly 
be  reasonably  supposed  that  ilv.se  List  men- 
tioned spines  will  long  remain  unutilized.

Adopting  the  same  cilcutntions  as  above, 
we  have  a  geographical  spine-producing 
area  ol  600,000.000  outside  of  the  Amazon 
basin,  which  will  give  an  actual  spine-bear- 
ing area  of  18,927,000,000,000  acres.  The 
total  production  ol  this  area  would  therefore 
be  229,793.850.000,000,000.000  spines, 
which  would  give  an  aggregate  spine  produc- 
tion of  478,737, 187,500,000,003,000  for  the 
whole  empire.  This,  in  our  opinion,  is  a 
very  moderate  estimate  even  for  the  genera 
named,  and  it  would  undoubtedly  be  great- 
ly increased  by  those  not  so  well  known. 
Another  great  industry  yet  to  spring  from 
the  genus  Bactris  is  that  of  the  manulacture 
of  hair  brushes  from  the  old  spathe  or  fruit 
case.  When  one  turns  iiis  attention  to 
these  things  it  is  wonderful  to  contemplate 
the  backwardness  of  mankind  in  these 
matters.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  hair 
proper  for  the  manufacture  of  hair  brushes 
isbecoming  scarcer  and  scarcer.  Efforts 
have  been  made  to  manufacture  wire  brush- 
es, but  with  doubtful  success.  Nature  now 
comes  to  our  relief  and  only  awaits  some 
one  with  sufficient  energy  and  capital  to 
yield  up  her  richest  treasures.

The  principal  topic  of  interest  during 
the  past  week  has  been  the  final  and  defin- 
ite settlement  of  the  controversy  over  the 
island  of  Trindade— the  British  government 
acknowledging  the  rights  of  Brazil  in  the 
case.  Alter  the  refusal  of  the  Brazilian  gov- 
ernment to  submit  the  dispute  to  arbitra- 
tion, the  negotiations  seem  to  have  been 
less  actively  prosecuted  for  a  time,  the 
British  government  having  more  important 
matters  in  hand.  Finally,  however,  the 
suggestion  was  made  that  the  question 
should  be  referred  to  the  mediation  of  Por- 
tugal, and  as  this  offered  just  the  same 
amicable  solution  that  would  have  been 
afforded  by  arbitration,  the  British  govern- 
ment promptly  accepted  it.  It  must  be 
said  that  although  there  is  a  distinction  be- 
tween mediation  and  arbitration,  there  is 
really  very  little  difference,  and  we  must 
therefore  congratulate  the  Brazilian  foreign 
minister  on  his  withdrawal  from  the  un- 
sound position  which  he  took  in  rejecting 
arbitration.  His  inconsistency  in  accepting 
mediation  was  truly  patriotic  and  has  secur- 
ed the  satisfactory  settlement  of  a  very 
troublesome  dispute.  Although  we  can 
not  admire  the  spirit  which  seeks  to  pre- 
vent the  use  of  a  desert  island  in  mid-ocean 
for  international  cable  purposes,  we  have 
never  doubted  the  claims  of  Brazil  in  re- 
gard to  this  island,  and  we  take  great 
pleasure  in  congratulating  the  government 
on  the  result  of  its  efforts  to  secure  an 
amicable  recognition  of  those  claims. 


It  may  be  that  the  action  of  the  government 
in  refusing  to  obey  a  judicial  mandate,  re- 
storing the  suspended  Polytechnic  professors 
to  their  chairs,  is  strictly  in  accord  with 
Brazilian  law.  On  that  point,  the  lawyers 
are  entitled  to  the  field.  On  general  prin- 
ciples, however,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
spirit  of  republican  institutions,  the  govern- 
ed is  completely  wrong.    It  is  contended 
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that  the  action  of  the  courts  is  nil  interfer- 
ence with  the  authority  ami  independence 
of  the  executive.  Of  course  it  is.  It  was 
so  designed,  and  it  is  necessary  that  it  should 
be  so.  Otherwise  the  executive  can  act 
illegally  without  check.  In  the  best  form 
of  government,  the  courts  should  be  its 
strongest  and  most  independent  branch. 
They  should  have  an  absolute  revisionary  or 
veto  power  over  both  legislature  and  execu- 
tive. There  is  no  danger  of  dictatorship 
and  oppressive  legislation  from  the  courts, 
and  if  they  are  left  free  and  their  standard  of 
high  character  and  professional  ability  is 
maintained,  they  will  effectively  check  the 
aggressions  and  abuses  of  the  other  branches 
of  the  government.  In  a  republic,  lllerelure, 
the  authority  and  independence  of  the  courts 
should  be  maintained  at  all  hazards.  It  is  a 
matter  of  surprise  to  us  that  the  President 
has  allowed  himself  to  be  led  astray  in  this 
matter.  We  can  understand  the  irritation 
of  the  minister  of  interior  over  the  dispute. 
but  we  certainly  can  not  understand  how  the 
President  permitted  a  refusal  to  obey  a 
judicial  mandate. 

The  planters  who  are  now  assembled  in 
Sao  Paulo  to  consider  the  needs  and  inter- 
ests of  their-  class,  have  an  opportunity  to 
inaugurate  a  new  and  much-needed  de- 
parture in  the  industrial  life  of  this  country. 
Will  they  make  good  use  ol  it?  Instead  of 
combining  for  mercenary  and  political  pur- 
poses, they  should  organize  for  the  devel- 
opment of  agriculture  and  the  general  im- 
provement of  their  class.  Their  objects 
should  be  beneficent  and  liberal,  not  selfish 
and  restrictive.  Profitable  as  the  cultivation 
of  coffee  is,  it  is  carried  on  wastefully  and 
without  scientific  method.  The  richness  of 
the  soil  gives  favorable  results  to  even  the 
most  careless  cultivation,  and  the  surprising 
maintenance  of  prices  secures  profits  even 
for  the  most  inexperienced.  In  a  brief 
time,  however,  all  this  will  surely  be  chang- 
ed. The  splendid  profits  yielded  during 
the  last  three  or  four  years  have  stimulated 
others  to  embark  in  this  industry  all  over 
the  world,  and  we  are  now  near  the  time 
when  many  of  these  new  ventures  will  begin 
to  influence  production.  Any  considerable 
increase  in  the  output  will  inevitably  de- 
press prices,  and  though  the  Brazilian  plan- 
ter has  a  good  broad  margin  to  work  upon 
he  must  expect  to  see  his  profits  consider- 
ably reduced.  The  true  policy,  then,  is  for 
him  to  reduce  the  costs  of  production. 
There  are  a  score  of  questions  connected 
with  cultivation  which  the  Brazilian  planter 
rarely,  if  ever,  considers.  He  leaves  his 
coffee  trees  to  the  care  of  nature  and  un- 
skilled labor/and  he  takes  what  a  beneficent 
climate  and  fertile  soil  yield.  If  now  he 
can  augment  the  production  by  pruning 
and  the  use  of  fertilizers,  why  not  do  it? 
And  if  he  can  do  away  with  some  of  die 
intermediaries  who  are  living  upon  his  in- 
dustry, why  not  economise  in  that  direc- 
■  tion  ?  It  is  perhaps  impossible  to  obtain 
labor  more  cheaply  than  that  which  lie  is 
now  employing,  but  it  is  not  impossible 
that  this  labor  can  be  made  more  effective. 
It  the  planters  will  discuss  these  questions 
we  are  conlidentthat  good  results  will  surely 
follow,  but  if  they  meet  only  to  discuss  meth- 
ods of  shifting  their  taxes  upon  the  foreign 
consumer,  and  measures  for  introducing 
Chinese  contract  labor  at  the  expense  of 
the  public,  nothing  but  harm  will  result, 
We  do  not  understand  that  the  rich  coffee 
planter  is  any  more  entitled  to  assistance 
from  the  public  treasury  than  is  the  poor 
shoemaker,  and  it  is  time  that  he  should 
also  understand  the  same  thing.

Senator  Ramiro  Barcellos  pre- 
sented a  petition  from  the  merchants'  exchange  at 
Porto-Alegre  in  regard  to  losses  caused  by  delays 
in  the  custom-house.*—  Chamber  of  Deputies.—  The 
chamber  passed  the  bill  for  reorganising  tlie  tribu- 
nal of  accounts.  The  clause  giving  the  tribunal 
the  faculty  of  previous  examination  of  accounts  o( 
expenses  passed  by  a  vote  of  73  to  63.  Deputy 
Cincinato  Braga  spoke  in  favor  of  the  protocol  on 
the  Italian  claims. 

Jui.V  31.  —  Senate.  —  After  speeches  from  Sena- 
tors  Tliomaz  Delfino  and  Coelho  Campus  the  bill 
fixing  the  day  for  holding  the  general  congressional 
elections  was  voted  in  2nd  discission.

The  bill  Irom  the  chamber  of 
deputies  «n  banks  of  issue  was  put  to  ihe  vote  and 
rejected.  —  Chamber  of  Deputies.— Deputy  Para- 
nhos  Montenegro  presented  a  petition  from  man- 
ufacturers ami  merchants  against  lite  tobacco  tax. 
Deputy  Caspar  Drummond  said  that  a  saluiory 
change  bad  occurred  in  the  political  situation  in 
Pcniambuco  and  lie  moved  thai  ihe  chamber 
should  congratulate  the  governor  of  that  state  on 
ihe  maintenance  ol  public  order  nnd  assure  him 
thai  his  continuance  in  office  would  be  a  service 
rendered  to  the  country.

He  described  the  minister  as  suffering  from  inor- 
dinate vanity  and  Irom  a  morbid  restlessness  and 
longing  for  notoriety.  In  regard  to  Hie  minister's 
alleged  threat  that  he  would  make  important 
disclosures  showing  ihe  poltroonery,  cowardice  End 
pusillanimity  of  Marshal  FloriauO  Peixoto,  he 
defied  him  to  do  this  at  a  public  sitting  of  con- 
gress  in  the  presence  of  ihe  army,  Deputy  Gly- 
cerio  spoke  in  favor  of  the  protocol  and  asked 
congress  10  reflect  seriously  011  its  responsibility 
for  the  consequences  which  would  result  from  its 
action  in  ibis  matter.  Deputy  Matta  Machadn  said 
that  ihe  radicals,  represented  by  Deputy  Nilo  Pe- 
cnhlift,  had  made  their  protest  against  the  protocol 
nnd  that  he,  representing  the  calm,  moderate,  and 
conservalive  part  of  the  chamber,  joined  in  that 
protest,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  congress,  for 
the  sake  ol  the  republic,  would  preserved  unstain- 
ed the  honor  of  the  nation,  which  had  never  been 
tarnished  in  the  time  of  ihe  monarchy. 

Aug.  4.  —  Senate.  —  The  senate  voted  with 
amendments  the  bill  from  ihe  chamber  of  deputies 
fixing  the  day  for  holding  the  general  congres- 
sional elections.  —  Chamber  of  Deputies. — After 
speeches  from  Deputies  Ovicho  Abiantes,  Tliomaz 
Cavalcanli,  Ribeiro  de  Almeida  and  Jose-  Carlos 
on  various  subjects,  the  debate  on  the  Italian 
claims  was  resumed  and  Deputy  Eneas  Martins, 
from  Para,  made  a  speech  that  lasted  fuur  hours. 
Allusion  was  again  made  in  this  debate  to  the  al- 
leged threat  oi  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  to 
make  disclosures  highly  discreditable  to  the  gov- 
ernment of  Marshal  Floriatio  Peixoto. 

Aug.  5. — Senate.—  The  senate  discussed  the  bill 
for  taking  over  the  issue  of  the  Banco  da  Repu- 
blica  and  voted  a  motion  congratulating  the  gov- 
ernment on  the  solution  of  the  Tiindade  question 
and  thanking  the  government  of  Portugal  for  its 
friendly  mediation  in  the  matter  .  —  Chamber  of  De- 
puties.— The  chamber  voted  a  motion  congratu- 
lating the  people  of  Brazil  on  the  recovery  of  ihe 
island  ofTrindade.  Deputy  Marlins  Junior  spoke 
against  the  Italian  claims.  Fie  said  that,  if  there 
are  documents  disgraceful  to  the  government  of 
Marshal  Florinno  Peixoto,  lliey  should  be  exhibit- 
ed to  congress  and  not  to  a  foreign  court  of  arbi- 
tration. He  concluded  his  speech  amid  loud  cheers, 
and  Deputy  Zama  arose  and  contradicted  a  report, 
published  in  a  S.  Paulo  paper,  staling  that  ha  had 
agreed  to  voie  for  the  ratification  of  the  protocol. 
If  he  were  ca|iable  of  doing  such  a  thing,  he  said, 
he  would  resign  his  seal  in  congress,  for  lie  would 
consider  hunself  unworthy  nf  being  the  represent- 
ative of  the  people  of  ISahia.  Violent  protests 
were  mndeand  there  ensued  a  scene  of  indescrib- 
able confusion  ,  resulting  in  the  suspension  of  the 
sitting.

Senator  fusto 
Clierniont  moved  to  ask  (or  ihe  opinion  of  ihe 
minister  of  foreign  affairs  on  the  subject.  The 
chair  refused  lo  admit  this  motion,  ami  ihe  senate, 
on  motion  ol  the  Senator  (mm  PatA,  postponed 
Ihe  debate  lor  48  hours.  —  Chamber  of  Deputies,— 
Deputy  Antonio  de  Siqueira  presented  a  protest 
from  the  nacional  party  (jacobins)  against  the 
protocol  on  the  Italian  claims.  Deputy  Medeiros 
e  Albuquerque  presented  a  similar  protest  voted  at 
a  meeting  held  on  that  day.  In  doing  so  he  allud- 
ed to  the  large  pohce  force  stationed  at  the  cham- 
ber ami  said  that  he  knew  that  ceitain  persons 
intended  to  disturb  the  proceedings  of  congress.

Provincial  Notes 


— Carlos  Gomes'  health  is  said  to  be  worse 
again. 

—On  the  5th  inst.  the  S.  Paulo  legislature  ad- 
journed to  Oct.  16. 

—The  prisoners  in  cell  No.  7  of  the  S.  Paulo 
jail  made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  escape  on  the 
4th  inst. 

—On  ihe  5th  inst,  the  cruiser  Benjamin 
Constant  left  the  port  of  Parti  bound  for  (he  oast 
of  Africa,  whence  she  will  return  to  Pernnmbuco. 

—The  state  judiciary  in  Sao  Paulo  is  to  he  re- 
organized. If  tins  is  designed  to  bring  the  courts 
more  under  political  control,  it  will  be  a  serious 
mistake. 

—In  S.  Paulo  on  ihe  rjth  inst.  the  police  dispers- 
ed a  crowd  or  jacobins  who  were  parading  ihe 
streets  and  making  disorderly  demonstrations 
against  the  Italian  claims. 

— There  were  507  deaths  in  Araraquara,  Sao 
Paulo  during  the  first  half  ol  the  cmreutyear, 
against  456  in  the  preceding  half  year.

—The  present  moment  seems  lo  be  unpropitious 
for  newspapers.  The  Mun'ieipio  of  Sao  Paulo 
suspended  some  weeks  ago,  and  now  the  Gaze/a 
da  'Dante  of  Santos  and  Reporter  q\  Sao  Paulo  have 
followed  suit.     The  latter  expects  to  resume. 

—There  seems  to  have  been  another  row  on  the 
Uruguayan  frontier.  According  lo  telegrams  from 
Livraliiento  the  Uruguayan  pohce  pursued  a  boy 
across  the  frontier  into  Rio  Grande.  The  boy 
killed  one  of  hi.s  pursuers,  The  boy's  brother, 
Julio  de  Barros,  then  attacked  ihe  police  and  made 
them  surrender. 

—The  Sao  Paulo  "tribunal  ol  justice"  has 
granted  a  writ  of  habeas  eotptis  in  favor  of  Sr. 
Terra  Pereira,  accused  of  assassinating  1).  Narcisa 
de  CarValho.  Is  it  not  a  mistake  to  release  ao 
etised  murderers  in  this  manner?  Would  it  not 
be  better,  even  for  the  accused,  to  have  ihe  accusal 
tion  go  to  tiial  ? 

—In  Sao  Paulo,  Sr.  Antonio  Terra  Pereira  has 
been  denounced  and  arrested  for  the  assassination 
of  D.  Narcisa  de  Carvalho.  He  scouts  the  idea 
and  says  il  is  a  police  subterfuge,  but  sis  witnesses 
have  sworn  to  his  culpability,  a  cane  with  his  first 
name  on  it  was  found  near  the  body  and  it  is  shown 
lhat  the  two  had  quarreled,  the  lady  prosecuting 
Sr.  Pereira  for  some  fraud. 

—On  the  2nd  inst.  a  man  named  Silva  discharg- 
ed a  gun  in  a  passenger  coach  ol  the  Mngyann 
line  near  Uberaba,  nearly  killing  the  editor  of  the 
Ubeiaba  Gazetinha  and  slightly  wounding  another 
man.  Arrested  he  first  pretended  to  be  drunk  and 
then  insisted  that  the  gun  was  discharged  by  acci- 
dent. A  telegram  was  sent  to  Franca  for  the  po- 
lice delegado  to  come  for  the  prisoner  to  the 
station,  but  he  failed  to  appear.  Such  passengers 
ought  lo  be  carried  in  handcuffs. 


—A  lew  days  since  the  postal  authorities  at 
Uberaba,  Minna  Gernei,  forwarded  59  bags  of 
mail  lo  Govac,  which  had  been  deposited  in  that 
city  for  a  long  time  for  lack  of  transport.  The 
pnstinasier  at  1  ioynj  will  be  quite  overcome  when 
this  mall  arrives,  anil  it  may  be  presumed  that  he 
will  require  at  least  60  days  for  its  distiibution. 

—The  police  authorities  in  Sao  Paulo  hnve  been 
making  a  few  laws  on  their  own  account  against 
the  women  o|  immoral  life.  In  summer,  their 
window  blinds  mam  be  closed  at  7  p.  m,  and  in 
wli-t'-r  Hi  6  p,  in.,  so  thut  the  public  can  not  look 
iui'i  their  mom-.  They  must  not  admit  into  their 
houses  minors,  schooUhoys,  or  military  men  in 
uniform.  At  theatres,  etc.,  they  must  conduct 
tln-mselves  |itu|  eily  and  must  not  enter  into  con- 
versation witli  men  in  the  corridors,  lobbies,  or 
any  place  win  1 1  they  can  be  seen.  An  infraction 
of  these  regulations  will  subject  them  to  imprison- 
ment from  one  to  si\  months.  Aside  from  the 
application  nl  these  regulations  is  it  right  and 
legal  lo  pei  mil  Hi  L-  police  authorities  to  make  laws

The  full  text  ol  Col.  Thomaz  Flores'  orders  in 
relation  lo  Co!.  Carlos  Telles  have  been  published. 
From  ihese  it  ap|  ears  that  on  ihe  141I1  of  July  the 
latter  addressed  two  offensive  communications  to 
Ins  superior  ofllcrr,  lhat,  having  verbally  reported 
Inmsclf  ill,  he  disohcyed  die  order  of  that  officer  to 
make  the  lepoil  in  wriiing,  that  on  I  he  17th, 
while  under  arrest  on  parole  and  consequently 
temporarily  deprived  of  his  command,  he  formed 
the  31st  battalion  for  paiade  in  disobedience  to 
orders,  lhat  tin  the  iSlh  he  again  dis  heyed  his 
superior's  orders,  lefusing  lo  take  pas-age  on  the 
train  for  Rio  Grande,  thai  mi  the  20th  he  repealed 
this  act  of  disobedience  and  insubordination  and

— The  Villa  Isabel  company  has  asked  for  an 
extension  oi  iis  concession  and  is  prepared  to  sub- 
stitute electricity  for  animal  traction  on  its  lines. 

—The  municipal  chamber  of  Santos  has  granted 
lo  Luiz  Jose  ile  Mattos  a  50  years' chaiter  for  a 
tramway  Irom  Rua  Rangel  Peslana  to  Nova 
Cinira. 

—The  board  of  directors  of  the  Club  de  Enge- 
uhiobt  took  a  vole  on  the  .Slh  inst.  on  the  ulienalion 
of  the  state  railways,  when  il  was  luund  that  ihey 
were  evenly  divided  en  the  question. 

-The  rails  -11  tin-  Ocsle  .te  Minns  line  have 
reached  Canna  Verde.  iS  kilometres  from  Cam po 
Hello.  It  is  expected  that  the  line  will  be  finished 
to  the  last  mentioned  place  some  time  next  month. 

—There  was  a  collision  ol  two  height  trains  a, 
Mogymii  im,  on  the  I'aulista  Hue,  on  the  2nd  iust.t 
causing  considerable  prejudice  to  some  of  the 
wagons.  The  damage  was  estimated  at  about 
I5,ooo$ooo. 

— The  Jo mal  do  Com  in  e  re  io  says  that  ihe  special 
commission  appointed  10  investigate  the  affairs  of 
the  Central  railway  lias  reported  that  defalcations 
exist  loan  aggregate  of  about  fi.500.oaoj,  includ- 
ing the  defalcation  of  the  ex-treasurer.  And, 
strangely  enough,  no  one  seems  to  be  held  res- 
ponsible for  it  ! 

—The  Viarao  Paulista  tram  company  of  S.  Paulo 
lias  petitioned  the  niunkipal  council  of  that  city 
fur  relief  from  the  many  exactions  and  taxes  impos- 
ed upon  the  company,  and  for  permission  to  in- 
crease fares  by  50  %.  Figures  are  given  to  show 
the  greatly  increased  cost  of  wages  and  forage  for 
animals.  The  com  puny  is  now  employing  about 
1,000  men,  2,000  mules  and  is  operating  93  kilo- 
metres of  lines. 

—The  traffic  receipts  ol  ihe  Sorocabana  lines  for 
the  year  ending  July  31  amounted  to  0,050.060- 
$ooo,  and  the  amount  paid  lo  the  company  on 
account  of  guarantee  of  in'ere-t  was  224,^04^100, 
making  a  total  of  6,283, 864$ loo.  The  company

000$.  The  operating  expenses  for  the  year  end- 
ing on  the  31st  ult.  weie  5,624,410^810.  The  total 
length  of  the  railway  nnd  iis  various  branches,  at 
thai  date,  was  1,000  kilometres.

— Evidently  Minister  Carlos  de  Carvalho  has 
been  delaying  the  solution  of  the  Trindaiie  ques- 
tion in  order  lo  make  it  coincide  with  ihe  discus- 
sion of  the  Italian  claims  in  congress. 

—The  Laranjeira?  Club  « ill  give  one  of  its  pop- 
ular smoking  concerts  on  ihe  evening  of  the  14th 
inst,  The  fourth  dance  ol  ihe  season  is  fixed  for 
the  22nd,  mid  promises  to  be  a  brilliant  success.

—  According  to  a  Montevideo  telegram  a  few 
days  since,  it  had  been  decided  that  Prince  Amadeo 
should  visit  Ilha  Grande  and  ihen  goon  to  Bahta, 
the  discussion  of  the  Italian  claims  making  ii 
undesirable  for  him  to  visit  tins  capital.  His  man- 
agers evuien'ly  anticipate  a  leceplion  similar  lo 
1  hat  accorded  to  the  Gil  zamiela  company. 

— From  complaints  constantly  appearing  in  the 
newspapers  it  would  seem  thai  reuniting  is  con- 
stantly cariied  on  in  llns  city  by  means  of  the 
press-gang.  If  no  oiher  method  can  be  found  to 
fill  ihe  ranks,  why  not  impress  the  gatunos  and 
desordeircs  conhecidos,  instead  of  pouncing  upon 
young  fellows  who  are  honestly  employed  ?

—It  is  a  curious  circumstance  that  Deputy  Me- 
deiros e  Albuquerque  considers  Minister  Carlos  de 
Carvalho  to  be  suffering  from  "Inordinate  vanity" 
and  from  a  "morbid  restlessness  and  longing  for 
notoriety."

Think  of  it— the  Christian  nations 
of  Europe  helping  the  Turks  to  oppress  Cluis- 
lians ! 

—The  "special  telegrams'1  of  the  Jornal  do  Bra- 
*//were  considerably  mixed  last  week.  One  day 
the  arrival  of  Admiial  Meymour  at  Barcelona  was 
announced,  with  Prince  Henty  of  Battenberg  as 
second  in  command  ■'  And  then  a  telegram  on  ihe 
iith  from  New  York  says  ;  "At  the  conference  of 
t lie  gold  standatd  demociats  in  Indianapolis,  it  is 
proposed  to  discuss  the  convenience  of  convoking 
a  convention  in  Ottawa  to  inquire  into  the  validity 
ol  ihe  election  of  Port  Breton  and  Tupper."  Will 
Ihe  editor  of  the  Jotnal  explain  what  this  last  tele- 
gram  means  ? 

—On  the  8th  inst.  Deputy  Serzedello  introduced 
a  bill  in  the  chamber  of  deputies  |  roviding  for  the 
expulsion  of  foreigners  from  Brazil  at  ihe  discre- 
tion of  the  government  whether  they  are  protected 
by  treaties  or  not,  whether  passing  through  or  old 
residents  and  possessing  propeity  in  the  omntty. 
By  the  same  act,  it  is  declared  tiiat  the  laws  of  tlie 
country  shall  govern  all  contracts  between  for- 
eigners and  the  state,  between  foreigners  them- 
selves and  between  foreigners  and  citizens.  This 
bill  gives  us  a  good  idea  of  the  unsafe  character  of 
this  deputy.  The  projected  act  is  not  only  unjust 
and  impolitic,  but  in  our  opinion  it  is  unconstitu- 
tional. Placing  foreigners  outside  the  law  and 
annulling  contracts  is  a  very  poor  way  to  improve 
the  discredited  position  in  which  Brazil  is  now 
held. 

— The  London  Daily  New:  of  July  14  publishes 
the  following  news  item  :  —  "Our  Vienna  corres- 
pondent tells  the  following  story  in  connection  with 
the  resignation  of  the  post  of  Brazilian  consul  at 
Budapest  by  a  member  of  the  house  of  magnates, 
M.  Burehardi-Ilelavaty,  the  consul  at  the  time  of 
the  millennial  eel  el  nation,  was  informed  by  the 
minister  of  Brazil  that  lie  should. attend  the  festivi- 
ties, and  requested  the  consul  lo  procure  for  him 
lodgings,  horses,  ami  a  carriage.  The  consul  car- 
ried out  the  commission,  and  when  the  minister 
arrived,  called  at  Ins  lodgings  and  left  a  card,  ihe 
minister  not  being  at  home.  This  happened  three 
limes  m  two  days.  The  consul  did  not  repeat  his 
visit  again,  nor  did  the  minister  call  upon  him. 
On  the  fourth  tiny  the  minister's  coachman  drove 
up  at  ihe  consul's  house,  and  brought  a  verbal 
message  that  the  consul  was  desired  to  call  upon 
his  excellency  at  such  an  hour.  The  consul  sent 
his  thanks  verbally  also,  and  did  not  call.  One 
evening  minister  and  consul  met  at  Count  Ap- 
ponyi's  rout.  The  minister  asked  the  consul  why 
he  had  not  come  when  he  sent  word  through  the 
coachman.  The  consul  answered,  "It  is  not  the 
custom  in  this  country  to  make  the  coachmen  am- 
bassadors." The  minister  answered  roughly  that 
he  never  followed  the  customs  of  the  country 
where  he  lound  himself,  but  those  of  the  country 
whence  became.  After  this  scene  the  Hungarian 
magnate  resigned  his  consulship,  which  he  had 
held  twelve  years."

—In  consequence  of  alarming  reports  in  regard 
to  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  the  S.  Paulo  banks  on  the 
4<h  insl.  wiihdrew  their  exchange  rates. 

—On  Sunday  a  number  of  clerks  of  mercantile 
houses  in  this  city  held  a  meeting  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  measures  for  clo-ing  doors  at  6  o'clock 
p.  m. 

—The  Xoith  Brazilian  Sugar  Factories,  Limit- 
ed, has  declared  a  dividend  of  zy2  per  cent  for  the 
past  year,  after  reserving  /"20,o.,o  for  contingen- 
cies. Toe  company  crushed  44,681  t-ns  of  cane 
during  ihe  year,  and  proluced  43.259  bags  of 
sugar. 


—The  state  government  of  Minns  Geraes  hit 
mposed  a  fine  of  a,ooo$  on  the  company  that 
controls  Ihe  Lambary  and  Camhuquira  medicinal 
waters  on  account  of  the  infraction  of  a  clatse  in 
the  contract  between  that  government  and  the 
company. 

—The  line  of  small  sleamers  navigating  the  lower 
S.  Francisco,  known  as  the  Emprttl  Fluvial  de 
Penedo,  made  52  voyages  duiing  ihe  hall  year 
ending  June  30  ia*t,  in  which  5,200  miles  were 
navigated,  ami  4,087  passengers  mid  2,43d  pack- 
ages of  cargo  were  canied. 

— Theie  were  4,530  immigrant  arrivals  at  San- 
tos duiing  ihe  monili  of  July,  of  which  248  came 
spontaneously,  2,551  for  account  of  the  general 
government,  and  1,731  for  account  of  the  state  of 
Sao  Paulo.  Why  should  ihe  national  government 
continue  to  import  laborers  (or  the  Sao  Paulo 
coffee  planters  ? 

—  It  is  stated  that  the  Companhia  Cantareiia  is 
negotiating  with  a  foieign  linn  for  the  sale  of  its 
assets,  including,  besides  other  property,  the  ferry 
service  and  the  Nictheroy  tramways,  The  price 
mentioned  is  over  3,000,000^000.  These  services 
have  been  wretchedly  mismanaged  and  the  pro- 
perly is  in  anything  but  a  good  Condition. 

—On  the  31  d  the  prefect  vetoed  a  municipal  or- 
dinance exempting  bread  can  iers,  using  baskets, 
from  the  licence  imposed  oil  Street  hawkers,  As 
many  ol  these  persons  are  engaged  simply  in  de- 
livering bread  to  subscribers,  or  iegular  customers, 
it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  they  can  be  classed 
as  hawkers.  The  prefect  should  reconsider  this 
matter.

— The  publication  of  a  report  on  July  Sill  that 
Brazil  and  Uruguay  were  negotiating  a  commercial 
treaty  ill  which  reciprocal  concessions  weie  to  be 
made  in  the  tariffs  on  cettain  products,  produced 
considerable  discussion  in  the  United  States  in 
regard  to  its  effect  on  the  flour  trade.  Some  ex- 
porters held  that  the  American  flour  trade  would 
be  annihilated,  while  others  beiieved  it  would 
affect  that  trade  very  slightly, 

—A  Paid  telegram  of  the  8th  says  that  the 
Fieocli  have  organized  a  company,  with  12  mil- 
lions francs  capital,  to  explore  the  contested  ter- 
ritory. A  large  barge  is  repoited  lo  have  arrived 
with  fifteen  houses  and  chapel  for  erection  in 
Calsoene.  Two  steam  launches  lor  the  colony  are 
also  part  of  ihe  outfit.  Of  course,  if  it  is  legal  and 
proper  for  men  to  go  there  from  Para,  then  it  is 
equally  right  for  them  to  come  from  Cayenne. 

—We  see  by  our  New  York  exchanges  that  a 
new  commercial  organization  has  been  founded  in 
the  United  Slates  under  the  style  of  "The  Ex- 
porters' Association  of  America."  It  is  designed 
lo  promote  the  exportation  of  American  products, 
but  will  not  engage  in  business  itself.  It  wdl 
collect  and  furnish  information  to  buyers  and  sel- 
lers, and  also  supply  them  with  office  facilities  in 
New  York.  A  representative  of  ihe  association 
has  been  sent  to  Brazil  to  collect  information. 

— A  fatal  accident  occurred  at  ihe  Luz  Stearica 
(candle)  factory  on  the  7th  inst.  The  factory  had 
been  considerably  damaged  by  two  fires  sometime 
before  which  Lft  the  buildings  in  a  dangerous  con- 
dition and  their  reconstutciion  had  been  begun. 
While  engaged  in  Ihis  work  and  just  as  the  new 
tile  roof  ui  a  huge  storehouse  was  nearly  complet- 
ed, the  roof  suddenly  fell  in,  killing  one  man,  seii- 
ously  injuring  three,  and  lightly  injuring  several 
others.     The  damages  ate  estimated  at  100,000$. 

—  Accoidiny  to  tecetit  orders,  all  vessels  arriv- 
ing in  the  United  States  during  the  quarantine 
season  up  to  Nov,  1st  from  ports  suspected  of 
yellow- fever  as  far  south  as  the  River  Plaie,  are 
to  be  detained  and  subjected  to  the  same  quai- 
an  tine  regulations  as  those  from  domestic  pons, 
It  is  singular  that  the  sanitary  officials  in*  ihe 
United  States  can  not  understand  that  the  fever 
season  on  this  coast  is  the  reverse  of  what  it  is 
north  of  ihe  equator.  Here  we  expect  fever  epi- 
demics from  December  to  April,  duiing  which 
time  ihe  quarantine  restrictions  in  the  United 
Stales  are  apparently  not  in  force. 

—The  following  additional  particulars  are  to 
hand  of  Messrs.  Lampoit  and  Hob's  new  steamer 
Canning,  which  was  launched  by  Messrs.  David 
and  Wilham  Henderson  and  Co.,  as  indicated  in 
yesterday's  issue.  This  is  ihe  six'h  steamer  they 
have  built  for  the  same  owners  during  ihe  last  iS 
months,  and  she,  like  her  predecessors,  will  be  em- 
ployed  in  the  irade  between  Glasgow  and  Liver- 
pool and  Chili  and  Peru.  The  dimensions  of  this 
latest  addition  to  Messrs.  Lamport  and  Hob's 
extensive  fleet  are  as  follows  :  — Length,  440  feet  ; 
breadth,  52  feet;  depth,  31"^  feet;  with  a  gross 
tonnage  of  about  5,350  tons.  The  vessel  lias  a 
deadweight  capacity  of  7,500  tons  on  moderate 
draft,  and  with  an  average  speed  of  13  knots.  The 
cargo-working  arrangements  are  mostly  complete, 
and  include  nine  steam  winches.  \Va"er  ballast 
is  carried  in  a  cellular  double  bottom  and  the 
fore  and  aft  peaks.  The  officers'  and  engineers' 
rooms  and  mess-rooms  are  on  the  lop  of  ihe  bridge 
deck,  in  houses  alongside  the  engine  ca-ing.  Ttie 
saloon,  captain's  1 00m,  and  stite-ro  >ms  are  in  a 
deck-hou>e  at  (be  fore  end  of  the  bridge  deck. 
The  saloon  is  handsomely  finished  in  'polished 
haidwood.  A  leak  chart  and  wheel-house  is  fitted 
on  the  cabin  deck-house,  with  Lord  Kelvin's  stand- 
ard  compass  on  the  top.  The  moms  are  lighted 
by  electric  light,  and  the  vessel  has  a  complete 
installation,  including  fixed  lights  in  all  holds  and 
'tween  decks,  and  aiso  cargo  lamps  for  ihe  hat- 
ches. The  seamen  and  fiiemen  are  beithed  in  the 
topgallant  forecastle.  The  vessel  will  hi  rigged  as 
a  two-masied  schooner,  with  square  sails  on  fire- 
mas'.  The  machinery  has  been  constructed  by 
the  builders'  firm,  and  consists  uf  a  .set  of  triple- 
expansion  engines,  with  cylinders  29^,  47,  and  78 
inches  diameier  by  60  inches  stroke,  and  three 
large  double-ended  boders  with  Howden's  forced 
draught.  The  ship  and  machinery  take  Lloyd's 
highest  class.  -Liverpool  Journal  of  Commerce 
July  15.

MARKET    REPORT. 

Rio  lie  Janeiro,  loth  August,   1896. 
Exuorts. 

Cofiee.— The  reported  sales  during  the  week  were  about 
73, oca  bags,  cf  which  a  good  part  was  probably  realized  pre- 
viously, and  the  market  has  ruled  very  steady,  for  the  low 
quotations  received  from  the  foreign  Exchanges  have  been 
neutralized,  partially  by  the  weak  exchange  rates,  and  also  in 
part  by  a  leeling  that  currency  prices  are  quite  low  enough 
here,  Exporters  have  not  however,  shown  any  great  anima- 
tion, and  this  morning  it  looks  as  if  a  period  of  quietness  was 
before  us,  for  the  t.ictors  are  reported  to  be  firm,  and  the 
decline  in  exchange  appears  to  have  been  checked  by  the 
combined  action  of  the  foreign  and  Brazilian  banks.  A  good 
deal  of  stress  is  placed  upon  the  supposed  unsatisfactory  fin- 
ancial position  here,  which  the  exporters  generally  believe 
will  prevent  factors  and  dealers  holding  coffees  fur  higher 
prices.  We  confess  that  we  think  ibis  difficulty  is  likely  to 
lie  exaggerated,  for  although  the  factors  are  certai  ily  disin- 
clined, or  unable,  to  grant  credit  facilities  to  the  pla-iieri, 
these  latter  may  simply  ignore— for  the  time  — their  lnhi  i.i.'i, 
and  hold  their  coffees  back.  We  are  certain  of  one  f.ici. 
which  is  that  the  current  prices  for  cultee  are  ;da:n;i:ig 
planters  and  impmters  and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  maintain, 
if  not  to  advance,  the  market  The  dealers  here  now  do  so 
caulijusn  business,  that  their  interests  arc  generally  the  same 
as  ihose  of  the  exporters,  and  it  is  mote  than  suspected  that 
some  of  them  are  "bears"  on  the  foreign  Exchanges,  the 
eflect  of  which  is  readily  u.idetstood. 

The  market  opened  on  the  3rd,  wilh  No  7  quoted  at  15$ 
per  arrobn,  and  some  9.000  bass  were  sold  on  the  basis  tf 
about  ijfaoo.  On  the  following, J.iy  1  ;$ aoo—  is$3oo  were 
quoted,  and  the  basis  was  said  to  have  been  about  15J400. 
From  the  4H1  to  the  6th  some  50,000  bags  wore  icporU-d  suirl,
